Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall 
have  been  elected  a Municipal  Councillor,  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a sum  of 
fifty  dollars  towards  the  Municipal  Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  he  recov- 
erable by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor  or  Councillor  shall  be  filled  as  provided 
by  the  Municipality  Act,  1881. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  he  held  on  the  24th  day  of  June,  1881, 
at  the  Court  House,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  bv  By-law  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and 
relating  to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  “Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  all  the  powers, 
privileges,  and  duties  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed 
by  the  said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such 
remuneration  as  the  Council  may  by  By-law  appoint.
